FRAME #9 

Mao Tse-Tung founded the Chinese Communist Party in 1921. He later 
formed his army when Chiang Kai-Shek turned on the communists in 1927. 

Because Mao's Army was not yet well equipped and was smaller than 
Chiang 's forces, Mao used and developed guerrilla type warfare to make up 
the difference in strength. The type of terrain in China was ideal for 
guerrilla type tactics. To obtain the support he needed for his guerrilla 
force and his Chinese Communist Revolution, he organized the peasantry. 

Mao continued to fight Chiang 's forces, except for an uneasy truce 
period when both armies fought the Japanese during World War II. In 1949, 
after the war, Mao's Army of guerrilla force, drove Chiang Vs Army from the 
China mainland to the Island of Formosa and became the supreme leader of 
Communist China.

Communist Insurgency is divided into three phases. 

The first phase is latent and incipient subversion. This phase concerns 
itself with developing a dissatisfaction among a significant portion of the 
population. 

The second phase of insurgency is organized guerrilla warfare. This 
phase concerns itself with active resistance directed toward the legally 
established government. 

The third phase of insurgency is a war of movement or conventional war- 
fare. The insurgent must believe he is strong enough to meet and defeat the 
legal government forces on the field of battle before he begins this phase. 

It is important to remember that an Insurgent movement progresses from 
one phase to the next, until all three are in operation at one time. 

Situation: The farmers of the country in question have refused to pay 
rent to their legal landlords for a period of approximately six months. A 
few landlords have attempted to collect and the farmers have successfully 
resisted. Three months ago a force of government troops was dispatched to 
the rural areas to aid in collecting rent. Upon advancing into the country- 
side the force sustained casualties from punji stakes and on two occasions 
they received ineffective sniper fire. The government force returned un- 
successful in their mission.

Secrecy in regard to identity of individual members of the underground 
is essential to prevent compromise of the organization in the event an agent 
is captured by the legal government. This covert organization is essential 
to the gathering of accurate intelligence information and the Implementation 
of communist tactics involving propaganda, sabotage and terrorist activities.

These 
characteristics are surprise, mobility, and dispersion of forces. With 
accurate Intelligence information he can surprise you at will. The guerrilla 
will choose the terrain to favor his method of mobility so that by the time 
government forces are ready to react to a given situation he has dispersed 
leaving no one on the field of battle for conventional forces to engage.

FRAME 3 



The term "stability operations" used in general, encompasses the full 
range of counterinsurgency operations. Stability operation is used in con- 
text with the term "counterinsurgency". Normally this situation occurs in 
three (3) phases, 

I. Economic Assistance - Efforts are directed mainly at improving 
conditions to eliminate the cause of the insurgency rather than conducting 
military actions against the guerrilla. 

II. Operational Assistance - May be required if phase I actions 
are Insufficient to defeat or prevent the insurgency movement. US advisors 
may accompany host country military units on combat operations and US equip- 
ment may be used in support of these operations. An example of this is the 
aviation support given to South Vietnam during the period 1961 - 1964. 

III. US Gounterguerrilla Units - Could be employed if the insurgency 
continues to escalate beyond the capabilities of the first two phases. This 
action must be in agreement with the overall effort of the host country. 

Situation ; District X which consists of 20 villages and hamlets has been 
constantly harassed by a local VC regiment for the past 4 months. In addi- 
tion, the villagers have been short of food for the last 2 months. The 
people do not trust either the host country /US forces or the VC. The dis- 
trict chief with the assistance of host country/US forces has started distri- 
buting food and medical supplies to the people. Equipment to assist the 
villagers in improving their agricultural efforts has been distributed. For 
security of the area US Army aviation units have been conducting combat 
operations with Vietnamese armed forces in close proximity to these villages 
and hamlets. A U.S, Infantry Company has also made contact with an unknown 
size V.C, unit to the southeast of the main village.

CIVIC ACTION IN OPERATION

A nation becomes a "host country" when representatives or organizations 
of another nation are present because of governmental invitation or inter- 
national agreement. An example is the Southeast Asia Collective Defense 
Treaty - 1955 which guaranteed the defense of South Vietnam. The formal liai- 
son between a host country and the United States will normally be conducted by 
the chief of the US diplomatic mission (usually, an ambassador).
